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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-38 is acknowledged. Claims 39-43 are 
withdrawn from prosecution at this time. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mishima, U.S. 
Pre Grant Publication 2002/0125819. 

Mishima discloses a light-emitting device having a laminate structure on the substrate as a 
transparent electrode/ hole injecting layer/light emitting layer/backside electrode (see paragraph 
0017). The reference also discloses that the light emitting layer comprises a host material such 
as poly(n-vinylcarbazole) derivatives, polyfluorene derivatives and may be used singly or in 
combination with other host materials (see paragraphs 0050-0051). Paragraph 0046 of the 
Mishima discloses that the light emitting layer comprises a phosphorescent compound such as an 
ortho-metallation complex or a porphyrin complex and that phosphorescent compounds may be 
used singly or in combination with each other. Paragraph 0047 of the reference discloses that the 
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ortho-metallation complex may be selected from transition metals from platinum, gold, iridium, 
ruthenium or palladium. Mishima discloses in paragraph 0008 of the reference that the light 
emitting device is excellent in luminance, light emitting efficiency and durability and can be 
easily increased in emitting area to be useful for a full color display. Example 1 of the Mishima 
reference discloses a poly(ethylene-dioxythiophene)-polystyrene sulfonic acid hole injecting 
layer that is disposed over the transparent anode. 

4. Claims 1-2, 4-7, 12-14, 18, 20-27, 29-30 and 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Thompson et al, U.S. Patent Number 6,830,828. 
Thompson discloses an organic light emitting device comprising an anode, a cathode and an 
emissive layer wherein the emissive layer is located between the anode and the cathode and the 
emissive layer comprises a host material and a phosphorescent organometallic compound such as 
fac-tris(2-phenylpyridine) iridium (see reference claims 1-3). Reference claim 22 discloses the 
polymeric material as polyvinylcarbazole. Column 6, lines 23-35 disclose that the 
phosphorescent material is used as a dopant.
